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Gas well proposed near town

A sour gas well drilling 
project is being proposed that 
will be located only 3 kilome¬ 
tres south of Didsbury. 

Dan Stratton, Vice Presi¬ 
dent of Operations for 
Gardiner Oil and Gas said an 
initial pre-application has 
been made to the Energy 
Resources Conservation 
Board on levels of sour gas 
and the company hopes to 
make the application for a 
drilling licence within the 
next few weeks, 

A licence will be required 
to drill the well, a critical 
level 2 well (out of 4 levels 
based on H2S levels and flow 
rates). Because of the critical 
status of the well, the com¬ 
pany needs to put an emer¬ 
gency evacuation plan in ef¬ 
fect before the licence appli¬ 
cation will be considered. 

“A level 2 well generally is 
not classified as critical," said 
Stratton. “But because it is 
within 5 km of an urban cen¬ 
tre, it is autmatically deemed 


critical." 

Under the emeigency plan, 
all residents within a 2.85km 
radius of the well will be no¬ 
tified about the drilling and 
procedures to follow in case 
ofa uncontrolled release. The 
company plans to use the 
town’s multi-purpose room 
as an evacuee centre if such 
a release occurs. The plan 
would remain in place dur¬ 
ing the drilling of the well 
and well control operations. 

Stratton said his company 
plans to make the drilling 
application based on re¬ 
search on sour gas deposits 
in the area. They have no 
statistics on the size of the 
reserve or how much sour 
gas they can expect to ex¬ 
tract from the location. 

“All we know right now is 
that it is in the Elkton/ 
Rundle formation at a depth 
of about 2500 metres,” 
Stratton said. "We won't be 
able to find out anymore until 
we complete the drilling." 

Well drilling is expected to 
take 20 days.

Historical house taxes waived

Town council voted to waive 
part of the increase in prop¬ 
erty taxes for owners of a 
local historical house. 

Phil and Anna Landon had 
t heir tax increase cut by $332 
by council because of the 
extensive renovation work 
the couple arc undertaking 
on the large, brick house on 
the north side of town. 

The Landons request ed t he 
cut because of the cost in¬ 
volved in (he renovation work 
to the house which has been 


named a historical site by 
the Alberta government. 

"The increase in taxes was 
quite a shock to us and it 
does lake it out of the resto¬ 
ration funds," Anna said. 

Council agreed to the cut 
back on the tax increase, 
which came about because 
of an Increased property as¬ 
sessment and the increase 
In the mill rale, because of 
the historical status of the 
house and t he expected tour¬ 
ism benefitsfrom its restora¬ 
tion. 

The Landons said the gov¬ 


ernment will be putting signs 
on the highway to att ract visi- 
tors to the house. The 
Landons plan to open a tea 
room on the main floor once 
the restoration work is com¬ 
pleted. 

The work, which will re¬ 
store the home to it’s former 
state, is expected to take an¬ 
other 3 to 4 years. The 
Landons plan to re-apply for 
a hold on tax increases for 
each year of the restoration 
work.

Town council notes 




Peter Poeklington, that fine, upstanding sportsman who 
has contributed so much towards the province's financial 
circumstance is, whatever else one may say about him, 
creative and original.

It is only reasonable to assume that the Flames 
will expect the province to give them the same kind of deal that 
is offered to the Oilers so when the Oilers settlement is made 
we can just double the amount. And that is only the begin¬ 
ning, there arc teams all over Alberta that can and should 
threaten to move and demand to be paid not too. Olds can 
move to Lethbridge, Lethbridge to Grande Prairie, Grande 
Prairie to Hobbemma, Hobbemma to Olds. Sports blackmail 
can become a whole new growth industry. 

Russ Parker owns the Calgary Cannons. The Cannons play 
at the Foothills Athletic Park which is city owned but no one 
but the Cannons Eire ever Eillowed to play there. The Cannons 
play in the Pacific LeEigue smd the League says that the 
Foothills Athletic Park does not meet their standards. The 
estimated cost to bring the park up to this standard is two 
million dollars. The city says they can't afford this so Russ 
Parker is considering offers from other eit ics. Portland maybe, 
who are losing their team to Salt Lake City which is where the 
Cannons came from before Calgary. One would think that 
loyalty and civic pride would be a consideration since we arc 
after all dealing with "sportsmen" but as about 99 percent of 
the players are Americans they have no emotional ties to 
Alberta and don't care where they play as long as they get 
maximum bucks to take home and .spend in the States. The 
whole thing is a farce. The only consideration is money and if 
we subsidize hockey and baseball with public funds can you 
imagine that football will be far behind? 

The City of Calgary has offered to loan the Cannons money 
to upgrade the park and since 1 don't live in the city or pay city 
tEixes 1 don't feel that I can object to that.

The 
province has no business funding professional sports and I 
don't care if it does come from lottery funds. All over Alberta 
there are kids who would like to play hockey and cEin’t because 
the equipment and ice time is too expensive. In these days of 
education and hefidth care cuts I am not too enthused about 
sports funding on any level but if the province must fund 
sports then it must fund amateur sports only.

Building a secure future 
on a solid past

Town Council has rehired 
White House Productions to 
handle updates to the town’s 
promotional video. 

White House Productions, 
owned by local resident Fred 
May. will edit in new scenes of 
the town, including the new 
Didsbury Aquatic Centre. White 
House was responsible for the 
creation of the original town 
video. 

Total cost of the update will 
be $1250. 

A local woman will be or¬ 
dered to kick out tenants rent¬ 
ing the top floor of her house In 
the Westhill area once town 
council gets legal advice on en¬ 
forcing a town residence by-law. 

Sharon Boyce, a single 
mother who currently lives in 
the basement suite of her home 
on Westheights Close, will be 
ordered to evict the tenants who 
rent out the top portion of the 
house because it contravenes 
the R-1 residential housing by¬ 
law. 

Under the by-law. only single 
families are allowed to reside in 
each residence In an R-1 zone. 
Boyce's double residency had 
been reported to town council 
by a petition drawn up by a 
group of neighbors. 

Boyce had asked for special 
consideration because she had 
not been Informed about the 
potential by-law offence when 
she purchased the house. As a 
single mom who also suffers 
from a handicap, she needs the 
extra rent money to help pay her 
mortgage. 

Town Council has agreed In 
principle to put aside some 
money from business licence 
fees for the business revitaliza¬ 
tion zone. 

Under the agreement, coun¬ 
cil supported the Idea of putting 
aside part of the money col¬ 
lected from the $50 licence fee 
from businesses in the revitali¬ 
zation zone to help the group 
financially. The support Is con¬ 
tingent on the creation of a BRZ. 

Currently a group of busi¬ 
ness people are working to es¬ 
tablish a BRZ within the down¬ 
town core. The BRZ would work 
to help promote and enhance 
businesses In the group. 

No date has been set on when 
the BRZ organizers will petition 
the town for a by-law to create 
the zone. 

The creation of a community 
development corporation has 
been supported In principle by 
the Didsbury Town Council. 

The support Is another step 
in the town's effort to be chosen 
as one of the provincial govern¬ 
ment's pilot projects for the Lo¬ 
cal Opportunity Bonds program. 

The corporation Is an organi¬ 
zational tool which allow Inves¬ 
tors from around the province 
to put funds together for invest¬ 
ment in local businesses. Crea¬ 
tion of the corporation is neces¬ 
sary If the community bonds 
project is established In Dids¬ 
bury. 

The Didsbury community has 
been lobbying the provincial 


government for several years on 
the creation of the project. 
Shortly before the provincial 
election, a pilot project was an¬ 
nounced. Didsbury was the first 
to present a business plan to 
the government and Economic 
Development Officer Gary 
Trippcllx-lleves Didsbury stands 
a good chance at becoming a 
pilot community. 

The province must create and 
pass legislation on the commu¬ 
nity bonds Issue before any pilot 
projects can begin. 

Dldsbury’s new water 
treatment plant Is making a 
hefty monthly profit according 
to Town Councillor Ed 
Vermunt. 

Vermont reported that the 
Anthony Henday Water Treat¬ 
ment plant. owned Jointly by the 
towns fed by the plant, is mak- 
lng$50,000 to$60.000a month. 

"But before anyone gets all 
out of whack over that amount, 
you all have to know that we 
have to have something In our 
pockets in case something goes 
wrong over there.” Vermunt said. 
“Just to repair a pump can cost 
between $ 15.000and $20,000.” 

Municipal owners of the plant 
startingchargingresldents more 
for water use earlier this year 
with the plan of using the extra 
profit to complete upgrades to 
the plant. 

The plant had been owned by 
the provincial government be¬ 
fore it was purchased by the 
municipal group last year. 

Town Council will be sending 
a letter to Greyhound Bus Lines 
to voice their disagreement with 
the discontinuation of the morn¬ 
ing bus route. 

Council agreed they were 
against the route cut, which has 
been the source of controversy 
along the route between Cal¬ 
gary and Red Deer since it was 
announced last month. 

Greyhound said the cut needs 
to be made because of low 
eldership but many residents 
voiced concern about the cut to 
the Alberta Motor Transport 
Board. As a result of the opposi¬ 
tion, a public hearing on the cut 
will be held sometime this fall. 


A request that council con¬ 
sider cutting down all female 
poplar trees in Didsbury has 
been denied by town council. 

Local resident Cliff Howie had 
asked council to consider creat¬ 
ing a by-law which restricted 
planting of the poplars and a 
cutting program to get rid of the 
trees which he believes is the 
source of the pollen fluff which 
is released annually by the tree. 

But council decided against 
the move because of the cost 
Involved. 

Council has agreed to pay 
$3400 In repairs to the outfall of 
the sewage lagoon. 

The cost of the repairs is to be 
reallocated from the anaerobic 
cell cleaning program which cost 
the town less than first antici¬ 
pated. 

'This Is something that needs 
to be done.” said Mayor Ray Lea. 
“If not, we could lose the road 
down there.”

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April showers held over to July

As Americans alongside the 
Mississippi River combat flood 
waters, residents of the County 
of Mountain View are dealing 
with persistent rain and thun¬ 
der storm act tvity closer to home. 

A representative for Alberta 
Transportation said the paving 
date for Highway 2A south and 
north of Olds has already been 
bumped up two weeks, from the 
end of July to mid-August or 
later because of rainy weather 
conditions. Even though sev 
eral outdoor events have been 
cancelled or re scheduled the 
rainfall rat to ts apparently pret ty 
much on target. 

“Actually, we're In the nor¬ 
mal range for rainfall to date." 
points out Ernest Mengersen. 


who records weather data dally 
for Olds College. "We were be¬ 
low average for the last three 
months. It's all Just come In a 
short period of time.” 

D.A. Stephen Archibald says 
crops have reached a turning 
point. 

"We need sunshine." he 
notes. "Most of the hay Is at or 
past where It should be cut for 
optimum yield and quality. The 
damage comes In when we have 
extended periods of rain which 
lengthens the growing season. 
The more moisture we have now. 
we run the risk of crops not 
being completely mature If we 
have an early frost. The other 
thing excessive moisture does Is 
Increase leaf diseases. It’s not 
Just the wet conditions. It's also 
been cold all summer." 

Mengersen concurs, saying 


cooler temperatures play a part 
In hindering crop growth. 

“Plants have a critical tem¬ 
perature below which they will 
not grow. You need to l<x)k at 
how many days we have above a 
certain temperature so that 
growth can occur. Since May 24 
we have been below normal tem- 
peratures." Mengersen says. 
“Last year we had something 
very similar but never got as 
cold for as long a period of time.” 

Traditionally June ts the wet¬ 
test month of the year tn this 
area, with July continuing the 
trend but tapering ofT. 

"We sold more rain gear than 
usual this year." Shelley 
Masehke from Mark's Work 
Wearhouse acknowledges. "We 
sold out most of the thermal 
slickers.” Masehke Isn't con¬ 
vinced It's over Just yet, adding.

Oh Scrooge 


Where is the justiee that this town eouneil had hoped to 
dispense when they were originally elected? Who can call the 
decision to reduce taxes on a historical house fair when they 
turn around and reduce a single mother to poverty? 

It was unjust for town council to simply follow the letter of 
the law and require a single mother who is handicapped to 
evict the residents who help to pay her mortgage simply 
because the house she purchased is zoned R1. Under the rule 
ofRl.only 1 family is supposed to occupy each residency. Not 
only was council's decision to follow the letter of that law 
unjust, it smacks of discrimination. 

Firstly, as human beings, how can this eouneil hide behind 
this rule when they know they are possibly creating a 
situation where a mother can lose her home and the stability 
she so obviously wants to provide for herself and her family? 
Secondly, who are they to decide what constitutes a single 
family? 

Today the definition of a family is certainly different from 
what is was 30 years ago. No longer can we assume that it is 
comprised of a mother, father and children. With the divorce 
rates and the economic climate, it is not unusual to see single 
parents sharing a home with each other. Do they rate 
eviction? What about a pair of couples who want desperately 
to own a house and can do it only by sharing a mortgage? Do 
they deserve eviction? If the R1 rule is decided on the presence 
of a nuclear family only, then it is sadly behind the times and 
must be challenged. 

It was also unjust to see this town council react to this R1 
violation while knowing others exist. They said they could 
only deal with this ease because it was the one that had been 
brought to their attention thanks to a group of the woman’s 
neighbors who brought a petition to eouneil. Justiee means 
enforcement should be universal not brought about simply 
because of a neighbourhood vigilante who holds a personal 
grudge. 

Rather than just react to the situation by hiding behind the 
rule, eouneil would have done their jobs well had they 
researched more thoroughly what their response needed to 
be. They did not feel the need to find out if the woman could 
fit in to a loop hole despite assuring her of their utmost 
sympathy. They served the wishes of the larger side only and 
left justice in their wake. 

Small towns have a reputation for looking out for their 
neighbors, for taking care of their own. This simple act of 
inhumanity, of cowardice, will go a long way towards helping 
to destroy that reputation. Next thing you know, Didsbury 
will become just another bedroom community.

I require the assistance of 
readers of your newspaper to 
locate my mother. My mother's 
surname was Myers. She was 
bom In Alberta in 1942 or 1943. 
Shortly after my mother’s birth, 
my grandparents and my 
mother moved away from Al¬ 
berta to a place where my grand - 
father was a miner. About 1958 
my grandparents were killed In 
an automobile accident. leaving 
my mother alone with no living 
relatives. I would be my moth¬ 
er’s only living relative. 

In 1962, my mother came 
back to Alberta and gave birth 
to me in Calgary. Since she had 
no Job. no money and no family, 
she placed me for adoption. I 
apparently lived in foster homes 
until I was fortunate enough to 
be adopted.

ents supported me fully In a 
search for my mother. Regret¬ 
fully. my parents both died be¬ 
fore I was able to realize my 
dream. I have now been search¬ 
ing for my mother for 12 years, 
and know that 1 will never find 
her without your help. 

I am advised that my mother 
lived in the vicinity of Calgary at 
the time of my birth, and she 
then left Alberta once again and 
likely moved back to where she 
grew up. 1 would Imagine that 
my mother thinks about me 
every year on my birthday, and 
wonders If she made the right 
choice. I want so very much to 
find her and assure her that she 
made the right decision and 
should therefore have any guilt 
feelings any more. I also want to 
make friends with her. corre¬ 
spond. exchange photographs. 


and some day meet her and 
have her meet my children. 

My mother was 5'-11 W In 
height, with auburn hair and 
blue eyes. She was Scottish. 
Anglican, had a Grade 9 educa¬ 
tion and worked as a waitress, 
although I do not know if she 
was employed at the time of my 
birth. She apparently lived with 
somclxxly who assisted her prior 
to my birth. 

My birthday Is fast approach¬ 
ing on August 4th, and a reply 
from someone who knew my 
birth mother and may know 
where she Is now. would be the 
very best present I could ever 
dream of receiving. Thank you.

Tax rebate on 
propane use 

Farmers who use propane-fuelled farm vehicles are 
eligible for a refund if t hey paid Alberta fuel tax on their 
propane purchases. 

"To assist farmers reduce their high input cost s, they 
have been eligible for tax rebates and exemptions on 
farm fuel purchases for many years. For the most part 
this has been for marked diesel fuel and gasoline," says 
John Chang of Alberta Agriculture’s engineering serv¬ 
ices branch. "L3ut this tax refund also applies to pro¬ 
pane." 

The rebate also applies to propane used in off road, 
fatming operations he adds. 

Refund applications can be submitted every three 
months and must be made within three years after the 
end of the year when the fuel was purchased. 

The Alberta fuel tax on propane was five cents per litre 
between June 1, 1990 and April 6, 1991. The tax 
increased to 6.5 cents per litre on April 7, 1991. 

"Only fuel where tax was paid is eligible for the. 
refund," notes Chang. "Check your propane billings to 
see if you have been charged this fuel tax on your farm 
purchase of propane." 

Application forms for the refund and more informa¬ 
tion are available from Alberta Treasury, Tax and Rev¬ 
enue Administration, 9811 - 109 Street, Edmonton, 
Alberta T5K 2L5. In the Edmonton area call 427-3044, 
and outside Edmonton call 1-800-262-9069 (toll-free in 
Alberta). ..

A contrived constituency 
map created the first 
legislature and ensured the 
new province would have 
two battling cities 

It was 1904. and the Liberal 
federal government of Sir Wilfrid 
Laurler was preparing the legis¬ 
lation t hat would create two new 
provinces: Alberta and Sas¬ 
katchewan. In Saskatchewan 
there was no doubt that Regina 
would be the capital of the new 
province. But In Alberta there 
was uncertainty, for here there 
were twoclttes which could plau¬ 
sibly ask to become the seat of 
government. One. Calgary, was 
somewhat larger: the other. 
Edmonton, was older. 

Other towns did send delega¬ 
tions to Ottawa, canvassing for 
consideration as capital. 
Okotoks. Wetasklwln. 

Cochrane. Lacombe. and Medi¬ 
cine I lat all made submissions. 
Banff had supporters for Its 
natural beauties and easy de- 
fenslblllty In wartime. Even tiny 
Vegrevllle. population 78. made 
Its case to the feds. But the 
serious debate, which had al¬ 
ready been going on for some 
time, was between Edmonton 
and Calgary, the two great rivals 
and largest cities In Alberta. 

Shortly after New Year's. 
1905. rumors filtered back west 
from Ottawa that Edmonton was 
to be named interim capital, with 
the final decision left to the Leg¬ 
islature of the new province. 
This bowled the overconfident 
Calgarians over, but they acted 
quickly, sending a Board of 
Trade delegation to Ottawa 
armed with a clever tactic. They 
would not lobby crassly and 
opportunistically for their own 
town: instead they would 
selfessly advance BanIT as the 
temporary capital. Afterwards, 
the lack of facilities In the moun¬ 
tain town would leave Calgary to 
handle most of the provincial 
administration, makingthat city 
the de facto capital until the 
Legislature eould award them 
the honor permanently. 


Laurler confirmed all the rumors 
by Introducing the Alberta Act. 
which made Edmonton theeapl- 
tal until the Legislature voted to 
move it. 

This was a serious blow to 
Calgary hopes, but after a brief 
period of alarm, the Calgarians' 
hopes revived. The Legislature, 
after all. would probably be con¬ 
trolled by southern Alberta, 
since the south's total popula¬ 
tion was more than double that 
of the north. But there was a 
catch. Before a Legislature could 
be elected, constituencies had 
to be created and Introduced in 
the House of Commons. Laurler 
delegated the task to his Minis¬ 
ter of the Interior, who had Just 
been named to the post. That 
minister's name: Frank Oliver. 

Usual practice would require 
a bipartisan committee to draw 
up at the riding map. but. in¬ 
credibly. Oliver Just sat down 
one day and drew the map him¬ 
self. The resultant eleetoral 
boundaries put parts of Edmon¬ 
ton In control of six ridings. while 
the whole of Calgary was given 
only one. Even Oliver's fellow 
Liberals were a little hesitant to 


support this high-handed ger¬ 
rymander. but Oliver convinced 
Laurler that the south's popula¬ 
tion claims were overblown, and 
the legislation was duly passed 
by the House. 

When the Liberals won 23 or 
25 seats In the first Alberta elec¬ 
tion. Calgary's fate was sealed. 
(So, too. was Red Deer's: Its resi¬ 
dents had hoped a deadlock 
between Edmonton and Calgary 
would make them a natural 
choice for the capital.) The Leg¬ 
islature quickly voted to make 
Edmonton Its home, and al¬ 
though to t his day the assembly 
retains the right to move Itself 
out of Edmonton by majority 
vote, the battle for the capital 
was really over.

Curves' for a duo name because 
It sounded risky and exciting, 
and that's exactly how things 
have progressed since they 
Joined forces In 1993 as a coun¬ 
try duo. After meeting and dis¬ 
covering they shared many com¬ 
mon Interests Including coun¬ 
try music they began singing 
together. 

Hawluk Is a native Albertan 
who was bom In Calgary and 
has lived In various centres in 
the province before marrying 
Kevin Hawluk in 1980 and mov¬ 
ing to Olds to raise their two 
young children. She works 
for United Farmers of Alberta in 
Olds. 

Leonard was bom halfway 
around the globe in Australia. 
She became a Canadian resi¬ 
dent in 1992 following her mar¬ 
riage to Wade Leonard whom 
she'd met on an earlier visit to 
Canada. Lyn Is a teller at the 
Treasury Branch In Olds. 

Lyn's Interest In pursuing a 
musical career began fairly re¬ 
cently when she began entering 
contests and entertaining at lo¬ 
cal weddings and community 
events.

“I used to go for walks and 
make up songs as I went along."
